S. P. DAVIS, DEAD SIB:—I have joist read 


your editorial tinder tbe caption of "Bar- 
tine's Opportunity," and as it evidently 
rests upon a misapprehension, I drop yon 
a line in explanation of tbe situation. 


It may not be generally understood that 


the business of tbe House of Bepresenta- 
tivai is done almost entirely through the 
medintn of committees. 'When a bill is 
introduced, the first step is to refer it to a 
committee. Bills relating to the coinage al- 
ways go to the Committee on Coinage. Un- 
til the Committee reports a bill it is impos- 
sible for the Honse to take any notion con- 
cerning it; and even then it remains for 
the Committee on Bales to report a resolu- 
tion filing a lime for its consideration. 


In the Coinage Committee we hava now 


jast nine free coinage billt, referred to it 
as above stated, and there they sleep as 
peacefully oa if such a thing es a turbulent 
House of Bepreaentatives did not exist. If 
my only object were to make a showing 
for political effect at home, I should have 
made tbe number ten long ago. Bnt that 
is all the good it wonl 1 have done onr peo- 
ple. 
It is utterly impossible to get such a 


bill reported to the Honse. 


The whole subject of free coinage was 


considered,(indeed, it was-about the only 
subject considered) when the Windom bill 
was under fire. The complexion of the 
Committee was us follows: Bland and Wil- 
liams, Democrats, Garter and myself, Be- 
pnblioans, for free conage straight. Wick- 
ham, of Ohio (Sep.) inclined to free coin- 
age, bnt willing to iitop a little short of it 
by way of compromise, and Taylor, of Illi 
nois (Bep.) in favor of the Senete bill or 
some similar measure, making six in all 
who were strongly opposed to the Windom 
bill. In favor of it were Conger, Walker, 
Comstook and Enapp, Republicans, and 
Tracy, Mitohler and Wilooz, Democrats, 


It is proper (or me to add, however, that 


Walker and Enapp, Traoy and Mitohler are 
very closely wedded to the gold standard, 
and think the Windom bilbs-eutirely too 
friendly to silver. They have accepted i 
merely as a counterpoise to the extreme 
silver sentiment. When the final vote was 
taken in Committee it stood six to six, 
Wickham being absent and Enapp voling 
against it because ho didn't like the amend- 
ments. Then, knowing that it would never 
do to have the matter tied op indefinitely 
in the Committee, Mr. Carter changed bis 
vote, pro forma, to enable tbe bill to be re- 
ported, bat with the distinct understanding 
that he waa not to be bound by tbe vote 
We believed that a clear majority in the 
House wonld vote for free coinage, pure 
and simple, if they got a chance, and oar 
idea was to make the fight on the baais ol 
the Bland substitute. There is no doub 
in my mind that if the Windom bill hac 
not been launched as a disturbing element 
free coinage would bavo swept the House 
bat it can readily be seen that such a mem 
ore, ostensibly friendly to silver, and wit! 
the whole power of the Administration be 
hind it, has a most decided tendency t 
divide the silver men. The Administration 
naturally feels very kindly towards its own 
measure, As finally amended, about al 
that remains of the original proposition i 
the provision allowing the holder of certi 
ficates to receive bullion at the option o 
the Government, bat this one feature pre 
serving its identity, or rather suggesting it 
origin, is clung to very tenaciously. 


There are very few Republicans in Con 


gross who care to directly antagonize thei 
own Administration ID this matter, especi 
ally so as tuany of them, sincerely desiroa 
of restoring silver, conscientiously believ 
that the bill, as it stands, is a good one. 


We can scarcely expect that all silve 


men will look at tbe question from 
Nevada standpoint. I presume that three 
fourths cf the Democrats in the Hous 
would vote for free coinage and then the 
would rejoice in a Presidential veto. Wit 
all their devotion to silver they were 
silent as mummies during tbe last Admin 
istration. They were wild with enthusiasm 
i,Y9r Mr. Cleveland, rushing pell moll t 
his support, nominating him by occlama 
tion before they adopted a platfoim an 
forgetting to make any mention of eilve 
therein, and yet Mr. Cleveland urged th 
suspension o! silver coinage even before b 
was inaugurated. 
He dosed one Min 


without the slightest cause, and shonl 
have been delighted to see silver entire! 
discarded from oar monetary system. 


In thair intense desire for free coinagi 


onr people should not forget to be fair, o

If any free coinage bill 


asaes, it will probably contain jast Bach 
provision. This famishes another illas- 
ration of difficulty of getting everybody to 
ook at the silver question from oar local 
oint of view. I believe that silver should 
e stamped into coin and distributed among 
he people. Therefore I, want a free coin- 
go bill without any provisions in it. 
Another word concerning Senator Teller. 


The Senator from Colorado is an able, 
arnest and devoted friend of silver; but if 
or people imbibe the notion that oar own 
enatoru are not equally so, they will make 
moat grevious mistake, 
The battle begins in dead earnest iu the 
anato on Monday next. 
If that body 


ends as a good bill it will help us greatly 
n the House. The silver men are mach 
tronger relatively in the Senate than* in 
he popular branch. The reason is cb- 
ions.

To that end I have labored 
unceasingly and with such ability as I pos- 
ess. 
That ability is very moderate, 


know, and it ia unfortunately true that 
has far I have not been able to absolutely 
ontrol the Honse of Bepresentatives by 
he sheer force of my intellectual greatness 
Still I possess enough of common intelli- 
;eooe to make my wishes known, and thai 
my position is well understood, is clearly 
ividenced by the fact that my regular 
morning salutation upon the floor of the 
Honse is, "Well, Bartine, how is silver?" 


I am for free coinage in preference to 


anything else; failing in that I am for the 
very best thing attainable. If I feel rea- 
sonably assured that some measare other 
than free coinage, will raise tbe price o;

>eople would have good cause for oom- 
>laint if I rejected it in pique because I 
could not reach tbe fall extent of tbeir de- 
sires and my own. However, the first datj 
of a member of Oongreuia to carry/ ont the 
wishes ot those who elect him. 


If our people are determined to bave 


reo coinage or nothing, and will manifes 
'hat determination in some proper way, 
shall certainly endeavor to act in conformit; 
/herewith. My ideia upon the subject ma; 
be crude, bnt I cannot help thinking tha 
a measare that will add 20 to 25 per cent to 
;he value of our silver output, which wil 
virtually close the gap between gold an 
silver and thns remove very serious objec 
lion to the free coinage, must strike ou 
people as being a good deal better than 
nothing. If I am mistaken, they have onl; 
:o set me' right. 


Now % word in conclusion. Nevada i 


my homo and has been for more than 
twenty-one years. During all that perio 
ontil elected to Congress, I was never on 
of thia State more than two weeks at 
time. 


All of my interests and dearest agsocia
